The two poles affecting the total life of 
man are liberty and tyranny.

Education was big business indeed in 
1970, expending a total of 70 billion dollars. | 
The- membership of the Adminisixative, — 
teaching, anc student body branches of 
education totalied 62,000,000! The student 
body represented thirty per cent of the 
American populace. The ultimate effect oi 
these astronomical f gures is incalculable.
